“Thia is one of the lean years 
tn the north,” said Pilot sSawte. 
“There are very few cariboo, 
moose and elk, and consequently 
a shortage of meat,” he explained. | 
“The Indians are actually starving 
in some parts of the north, and 
during the short time I was up | 
there I had te make two special 
trips to take supplies into outly- | 
ing districts which have been par- 
ticularly hard hit by the meat 
famine.” | 
The same strange phenomenon | 

which has caused the shortage of 
meat—the natural cycle of plenty | 
and scarcity—has resulied in a 
scarcity of fur-bearing animals and 
a shortage of fur, it was reported 
by Pilot Sawle, but in spite of the 
hortage he arrived in the city with 
the cabin of his plane jammed with | 
fine furs for the fur auction start- | 
ing here Wednesday. | 


MERCY FLIGHT 


Pilot Sawle’s first mercy trip was | 
from Fort Simpson, when. for the | 
Indian department, he flew a load 


of flour and bacon in to a tribe of 
Indians who were starving at Root 
River, 75 miles north of Fort Simp- 
son, 

Several days later he brought a 
load of meat—moose, cariboo, por- 
cupine and fish—both fresh and 
dried--into Simpson from Fish 
Lake, a little lake about 65 miles 
north-west of Simpson. 


SPECIAL SIDE-TRIP 

On the return trip to Edmonton, 
Sawle made a special side-trip to 
Northern Trader's post at Fort 
Liard, nearly 200 miles south-west 
of Simpson, to pick up a shipment 
of furs. On the trip back he

McAllister, of Oliver mental insti- 
tute, that accused was mentally de 
ficient, and was suffering from | 
specific delusions that he was being | 
persecuted by some person, or | 
persons who were endeavoring to 
have him locked up. 

He also belieyed that his wife 
was unchaste and that a man 
named Larocque was after him. 
Evidence was produced that he | 
feared Larocque and believed he | 
had seen him peering through the 
window, and had, on several occa- 
sions, heard him enter the house | 
during the night.

The trial judge directed thereby, 
continued Mr. McDonald, the jury- 
men’s minds to the meanings of the| 
word that were most detrimental to| 
the defence and did not direct their | 
minds to the other meanings of the 
word “totdie” that would be heip- 
ful to the defence, namely, “a 
humble friend or dependent”, or to

“Sir Hubert is confident that they 
will find the Russians alive,” Sawie 
reported. “The Russians were 
equipped with rifles and were ex- 
perienced in the Arctic and with 
the conditions prevailing there. If 
they are not discovered on one of 
these moonlight flights they will 
probably be found in the spring.” 

In addition to mail from mem- 
bers of the search party, Sir Hubert 
brought letters from inhabitants of 
Barrow with him to Aklavik for 
transmission via Edmonton. The 
letters from this lonely Alaskan 
post were addressed to persons liv- 
ing in far corners of the earth, One 
was bound for Southern Rhodesia, 
in South Africa, another for Uru- 
guay, in South America, another for 
New York and yet another for San 
Francisco, as weli as letters for 
London and other parts of the old 
country. One was a personal let- 
ter from Sir Hubert to Lady Wil- 
kins for New York.

“Of course we cannot foresee 
what questions may arise.

WILL BE QUICK 

Mr. King paused and then said 
very earnestly: “There is one thing 
sure. If at any time I feel the 
people have lost confidence in me; 
or my followers have lost confi- 
dence in me, there will be a general 
election very quickly. 

“I see no lack of confidence from 
the public and no prime minister 
had a more loyal following than I 
have; no prime minister has been 
supported the way I have been both 
in parliament and in the country.

ST. HENRY 

Political pacifism was beaten in St. Henry on 
Monday, as it was beaten in Lotbiniere last 
month. Not the pacifism which inspires in every 
normal person a desire to avoid war; but the 
spurious kind which talks security in the time 
of danger and would barter national safety for 
votes. 

Mr. Houde, a former mayor of Montreal, and 
known in the west as an outspoken advocate of 
monetary reform in the darkest days of the de- 
pression, was defeated by more than 4,500 votes. 
The issue was clearly drawn. Mr. Houde was 
against the modest armament program being 
carried out by the Dominion Government, claim- 
ing Canada needed no defence, and saying the 
real object was to create a Canadian army for 
the use of Great Britain. 

The question was threshed out thoroughly, 
as the despatches have shown, and the verdict 
from the electors has to be taken as an expres- 
sion of informed and deliberative opinion. There 
can be no such thing as explaining away its sig- 
nificance. The voters were asked to say whether 
they favored the armament program or dis- 
approved. They: said, very emphatically, they 
are for it. 


This result, with that in Lotbiniere, should 
quench the hopes of those who have supposed 
the defence question could be used as a stalking- 
horse in Quebec. The people of that province 
said on both occasions they have no more desire 
than those of other provinces that the Dominion 
leave itself open to attack in a world where 
military aggression is striking down countries 
too weak to defend themselves. 

The people of Quebec—it should occur at this 
time to some who seem to have thought con- 
trary—are neither fools nor children. They 
know what happened in Abyssinia, and what is 
happening in China.

In these times of deficits, unbalanced bud- 
gets and ever-increasing new taxation plans, 
the State of Nevada sends out a message and 
an invitation to “the tax weary’ Nevada has 
a balanced budget, and, more than that, it has 
a balance in its treasury of $1,627,486.76. More 
impressive than all, it has no income tax, no 
inheritance tax, no sales tax, and no tex on 
“intangibles.” And, furthermore (says a pamph- 
let compiled by the Washoe County Bar Asso- 
ciation and published by the First National 
Bank of Nevada, at Reno), “it has no need to 
ievy such taxes, because Nevada is a solvent 
Sate.’ Its bonded indebtedness is $725,000, 
none of it owing to outside interests. 

This is refreshing news. How was this con- 
dition created and preserved? The pamphlet 
tells all about it. Nevada appears to have old- 
fashioned ideas about carrying on its business, 
While, when the bad years set in, other States, 
getting hard up, cast about for new sources of 
revenue, and the only way to secure this was, 
of course, by increased taxation and the cre- 
ation of new taxes, Nevada cut its expenses to 
meet its income. It did not skimp on neces- 
| Sary public services, kept up its schools and its 
highways, and maintained efficient adminis- 
tration by governing bodies. But it “cut out 
the unnecessary frills.’

THE KINDLINESS OF RIPER YEARS 


The Ottawa Journal, published in the city 
where the late Sir George Perley lived and was 
best known, says that in his later life he had 
“mellowed into a rich philosophy, with nothing 
in his heart of bitterness or malice.” Age often 
has that effect. In Sir George's case, there never 
was very much bitterness to need mellowing, 
but there are many instances of public men who 
were bitter in their younger days and mellow in 
their declining years. 

In his prime Sir George Foster was a swords- 
man who spared nobody. His telling phrases 
and slinging metaphors made his opponents 
wince. And he had several personal reasons for 
embitterment, among them his somewhat un- 
happy incursion into private business, of which 
his opponents did not fail to remind him. Yet 
Sir George Foster developed into one of the 
mellowest and finest old men imaginable, a 
mellowness not to be confused with decay, for his 
mind remained alert and he busied himself with 
international and League of Nations affairs and 
continued to perform useful public services. Sir 
Robert Borden was another mellow old man, 
tempering his financial interests with his rose- 
growing, an elder statesman happily and usefully 
employed until the end. 

One sees, or fancies one sees, signs of mellow- 
ing in Mr. Bennett, too, although he is still in his 
sixties, which is comparatively young for a 
statesman. He is not so brusque as in past years, 
and is acquiring a more tolerant outlook. One 
of these days he will be seeing some good even 
in Liberalism. His brother-in-law, Mr. Herridge, 
has been a happy influence. And Mr. Meighen 
has changed. A keen mind, like a bright sword, 
tempts the possessor to thrust at those who cross 
him. But Mr. Meighen is developing patience 
and forbearance although in his case age is still 
in the distance. 

It is a fine thing to mellow with the years. 
It does not mean that a man necessarily becomes 
less effective. But he becomes more helpful and 
causes less needless pain.—Toronto Star. 


CANADA NEEDS MARKETS 

The expansion of foreign markets for Can- 
adian wheat by reciprocal trade agreements 
| and a truly national approach to the drought 
| problem were urged by Morris W. Wilson, pres- 
| ident and managing director, at the sixty-ninth 
| annual meeting of The Royal Bank of Canada. 
| Canada was a fortunate country, stated Mr. 

Wilson. The high level of national well-being 
| reached by the phenomenal recovery of 1936 

Was maintained in 1937 and the activity in most 

lines of business compared not unfavorably 

with the record year of 1929. 

A tragic exception to the gencral improve- 
ment was experienced in the Prairie Provinces. 

Obviously the need which exists is acute, the 

| Situation could not be handled by the province, 

| and the Federal government is to be commend- 

ed for having shouldered the greater part of the 
burden. 

The immediate problems created by the 
drought require emergency measures: but a sit- 

uation has also been brought to a head which 
hes been unsatisfactory for years and requires 
treatment on a national basi: 
} It is a sad commentary that a large crop in 
Canada, unless accompanied by crop failures 
in other countries, would bring little more total 
remuneration to our farmers as a whole than 
they have secured in the years of drought. 

There was no single remedy to bring about 
improvement, said Mr. Wilson. Diversified agri- 
culture, withdrawal of sub-marginal land from 
wheat, and more scientific methods would help 
But these should be combined with exceptional 
efforts on the part of the government to open 
the doors of foreign markets, so that when 
Canadian farmers again reap a good crop the 
| wheat may be sold to advantage. It is clear that 
| the Prairie Provinces cannot solve this prob- 
lem alone. This is a task which calls for pro- 
longed, consistent and wholehearted co-opera- 
tion. 

The best possible hope of securing outlets 
for our grain and other agricultural products is 
through negotiations with countries which are 
now growing food crops at an exorbitant cost. 

“I view with satisfaction the present tend- 
ency among democratic countries to break 
down barriers impeding the natural flow of 
business. 

“With the general statement that Canada 
should admit freely articles not produced within 
| the country there can be little basis for dis- 

agreement. But I would go further and say that 

reduced tariffs should be applied to articles 
which are made in Canada only on a restricted 
and uneconomic scale.” 

The problem is not simple, but studies under- 
taken by the tariff board to determine what 
concessions should be made to foreign coun- 
tries in exchange for an important market for 

our staple commodities, should receive the sup- 
| 


port and encouragement of experts from the 
industries directly affected. 

In reviewing the genera] balance sheet of 
the bank, Mr. S. G. Dobson, general manager, 
referred with satisfaction to an increase of 
$14,000,000 in total assets, a renewal of the up- 
ward trend in commercial loans and a growth 
of 190 million dollars in Royal Bank deposits in 
less than five years.

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Your Health 


By DR. FRANK McCOY 


The term varicose veins means an unnaturally 
swollen condition of the veins and usually refers 
to the veins of the legs. These veins bring the 
blood back up the legs and are consequently 
working against gravity. As a meana of keep- 
ing the blood from flowing backward, these veins 
are provided with valves. 

In severe cases, the disfigurement from vari-- 
cose veins will be pronounced, and the veins 
stand up in twisted, tortuous ridges. Such veins 
cause the patient considerable distress as he 
will be unable to do much walking or to do any 
work which requires standing for long periods. 

There are several different causes of varicose 
veins but any mechanical cause which will pro- 
duce pressure on the veins as they come from 
the legs and which will interfere with the re- 
turn of blood, must be considered. I regard pro- 
lapsus of the abdominal organs as the main 
cause; however, if the patient is troubled with 
severe constipation this will serve as a contri- 
buting cause. 

When the blood fails to escape from the legs, 
the veins fill up with a column of blood which 
is stagnant. The walls of the veins in time be- 
come weakened and are not able to resist the 
strain placed upon them. The veins are stretched 
or dilated and the stretching pulls the valves 
apart, allowing the blood to seep backward: 
The veins then become distended with blood. 
The cure consists in the removal of the mechan- 
ical causes which once more allows the blood to 
circulate as it should. 

The fast is of value as the first step toward 
securing relief, and should be followed by a 
careful diet. If prolapsus is present, this must 
be overcome. Exercise of the abdominal muscles, 
and manipulative treatments over the abdomen 
may be required. By fasting. dieting, manipula- 
tion, and exercise it is possible to give the pa- 
tient enough relief so that he will not be greatly 
troubled with vericose veins and will remain 
comfortable, It is very difficult to bring about 
what could be called a complete cure by any 
treatment the patient is able to use at home. 

However, local treatment given with ice is 
a good home treatment which often brings par- 
tial relief. Several times a day, ice is to be ap- 
plied to the vericose veins and this will strength- 
en the walls as the ice will cause them to con- 
tract. Hold the ice against the affected veins with 
a towel and press the ice directly against the 
swollen part. Continue for 3 to 4 minutes and 
use the treatment at least twice a day. 

In severe cases, such methods of treatment 
as the injection method, removal of part of the 
veins, or the wearing of a rubber stocking, may 
be necessary. Different methods must be used 
in different cases, to suit the needs of the pa- 
tient. The injection method may produce good 
results in some cases but should be avoided in 
others. If you are in doubt as to which method 
to rely upon, the best plan is to talk the mctter 
over with a physician and secure his advice after 
he has examined the veins. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: Mr. C. C. A. writes: “Please tell 
me what it means when my doctor writes down 
‘ptosis’ on my record. Is this by any chance a 
fancy name for cancer?” 

ANSWER: The term ptosis refers to prolap- 
sus. There is no reason for you to fear cancer 
if you have received a diagnosis of prolapsus. 

QUESTION: Hilda G. writes: “Is there any 
good way to reduce my hips? I am naturally 
small-boned and I believe that there is a way 
to reduce this excess flesh.” 

ANSWER: Walking is the best exercise for 
reducing the hips. You should start walking 
about a mile each day, and gradually increase 
the distanee until you are able to walk five miles 
daily without fatigue. Swimming, riding a bi- 
cycle, and dancing, are other good exercises for 
the desired purpose. 

QUESTION: Katherine K. inquires: “Could 
you tell me what is making my skin too oily? 
This tendency has developed lately?” 

ANSWER: The most common cause of a skin 
which is too oily, is the consumption of too large 
a quantity of greasy or oily foods. Change your 
diet, and use a small amount of fatty foods. At 
the same time, cleanse the skin with warm water 
and pure soap, which will remove the excess oil. 
~ 1 these cases, the diet is usually at fault, and the 
oiliness disappears as soon as the diet is corrected. 

QUESTION—Mr. Bob R. writes: “Will you 
explain why it is that sometimes when you are 
trying to find a mistake you have made and can’t 
find it, that if you will stop thinking about your 
problem, the answer will come in a flash?” 

ANSWER: In such a case, the, answer is 
brought up to the conscious stream of thought 
from the unconscious. It is likely that an im- 
pression of the mistake was recorded on the un- 
conscious. As long as the conscious mind is 
actively hunting for the mistake it blocks the 
unconscious, but when the conscious attention 
is diverted, the unconscious has time to go 
through its memories which it has filed away and 
find the right one. The unconscious probably 
goes on thinking about the mistake and sifts 
through a number of its records to locate the one 
which fits. You must realize that when the con- 
scious mind is trying very hard, a certain amount 
of tension is maintained—when this tension is 
relaxed, the unconscious may have a better 


chance of finding the answer desired.

FINES HURT 

Editor Bulletin: Due to the dis- 
paraging publicity given to the 
Med-Engineer celebration of last 
Oct, 26, I feel that certain facts 
should be presented to the public. 
In so doing I wish to make it abso- 
lutely clear that I am not acting on 


either the suggestion or the author- 
ity of any other student, group of 
students, or campus organization, 
nor do I belong to either of the fac- 
ulties mentioned. 

I feel that the following facts 
have been overlooked in the ac- 
counts of the affair: 

(1) The Unifersity authorities 
were fully aware of the impending 
event. In spite of this, the students 
were not requested to refrain, nor 
was any attempt made to prevent 
or to control the contest. 

(2) At registration a sum of five 
dollars ($5.00) “Caution Money” is 
paid by each student to cover in- 
cidental damages. In spite of this 
bills for damages have been sent 
to the students. 

(3) The sum of four hundred and 
seventy-three dollars and ninety 
eight cents ($473.98) has been 
charged for damages (over and 
ebove fines). The authorities have 
refused to show how such a sum 
was arrived at. Vague statements 
about water damage to foundations 
may justify charges for deprecia- 
tion but we have a right to know 
the amount per building, cost per 
window, etc. 

(® Many students have been 
arbitrarily adjudged guilty and 
fined without trial. We grant thst 
certain University laws have been 
broken but until it is proven in fair 
trial who broke those laws the fine 
should be levied on all (including 
many of the authorities) who took 
part either as actors or spectators, 
in the affair. An individual is not 
quilty until proven so. It can de- 
finately be proven that some of 
those fined are not guilty. 

I regret that the University is not 
democratic enough for me to sign 
my name without fear of reprisal.

Ninety years ago today, on Jan- 
uary 19, 1848, Montneal mourned 
the death of Hon. James Reid, who 
| had been chief justice, 1825-38. He 


tion, but in his lifetime played a 
great part in the administration of 
| Justice. He was one of the few 
| judges of his time who declined 
to mix politics with justice, he re- 
| fusing several candidatures for the 
‘Lower Canada Assembly as well as 
a seat in the legislative council 
when offered by Lord Dalhousie. 

It fell to Judge Reid's lot to pree 
side at several of the trials of those 
charged with treason after the rise 
ings of '37-38, a very difficult posi- 
tion for a Britisher born at a time 
when racial passions were running 
high. But after his death La 
Minerve, then the leading French- 
Canadian newspaper, paid him high 
tribute; while the Montreal Herald 
described his career as one worthy 
of all lawyers to emulate, though 
they could never hope to equal it. 

Judge Reid retired October 15, 
1838, and spent some time in Eng 
land seeking restoration of his 
health, He was commanded to 
Windsor castle and personally by 
| Queen Victoria offered a baron- 
etey, which he declined with digs 
nity, but carried away from the 
| castle a letter of appreciation of 
his services written by the Queen 
herself. 

It was on this date in 1878 that 
Co!l. G. T. Denison received word 
that he had been awarded the prize 
offered by the then Czar of Russia 
for the best history of cavalry, The 
news was no surprive to the Toe 
ronto colonel and his family; but 
it caused a lot of cynical talk in

Toate softly, “because when we go visiting, we go in our stocking 
feet,” a charming little Dutch lady stepped out of the colorful pages 
of a story-book, and walked strai;

She was Miss Cornelia van Geuns, or as she is affectionately known, 
“The Lady From  Holland,"—,,

was five years ago, and she is still 
in Canada—with headquarters at 
Toronto, because although she has 
travelled extensively, this Domin- 
ion is really the first place in which 
she has ever felt like “well, hanging 
up her hat.” 

HAD QUAINT CHARM 

Charming and quaint as the land 
of tulips and singing towers from 
which she comes, Miss Van Geuns 
was frocked in the full-skirted, 
scarlet and black gown worn by 
her grandmother a hundred years 
ago; a pair of scissors, so old that 
their ancient design had worn off, 
dangled from a silver chain at her 
waist; she had a lace fishu, and 
lace cap, and when she left, she put 
on tiny, light wooden shoes. 

Over her arm she carried a curi- 
ous carved box which she said mis- 
chievously was not a bird cage, | 
not a work-basket, or even a music | 
box to accompany her songs. It} 
was a “stoof” (literally, stove), a 
relic of the days wher peat was 
burned in the fires of Holland. 
Glowing chunks of it were placed 
in a little carved cup, which was in 
turn placed in a wooden box whose 
sides were lattice-work, to allow 
the heat to come through.

Later when the princess married 
the heathen king’s Christian son} 
she was embarrassed about the 
ugly scars on her forehead and her 
maidens made her a jewelled ban- 
deau, which held her wedding veil, | 
cap style and concealed them, She |e’ 
always wore a similar headress, the 
ladies of her court followed suit, 
and soon the fashion swept the 
whole country. ‘ | 

Everyone thinks of windmills, | 
wooden shoes, and tulips when Ho!-| 
land is mentioned but much more 
characteristic than those things are 
the “Singing Towers” which dot the 
landscape. These towers, of which 
there are hundreds and hundreds,

from the Culbertson system. It is 
by aM odds the most perfect and 
most vital slam device ever invent- 
ed. Certainly it is the most popu- | 
lar, since more than 90 per cent of | 
players uses it, 
GRAND SLAM FORCE 

The free bid of fiveno trump 
(grand slam force) cannot be so | 
highly praised. Despite its techni- 
cal excellence it is arbitrary, diffi- 
cult to learn and to remember, and 
easily forgotten because it is so 
seldom used. Therefore, out it goes, 
te be placed in that appendix 
alongside of the asking bids, and 
to be used only by expert partner- 
ships when they have previously 
announced its meaning to their op- 
ponents.

“Old Pete” ended a brilliantly 
colorful and checkered career in 
1930 after nearly 20 years in the 
National League. 

With a minimum required total of 
197 votes, or 75 per cent of the total 
cast, Alexander was the choice of 
212 experts among 262. 


STARTED SMOOTHLY 

Alexander won 28 games in his 
first major league season, still a 
modern record for a freshmen. He 
won 30 or more games in three con- 
secutive years, 1915-17, a feat 
achieved only by the immortal 
Matty in this century. 

Some of Alexander’s other rec- 
ords included: most National league 
games pitched (696) and won (373); 
a major league mark, shared with 
Walter Johnson, of leading his 
league in the number of complete 
games pitched for six years; a Na- 
tional leagde earned run mark of 


1.22 for pitchers working in 250/ 


innings or more; 90 shutouts, a life- 
time league record, and 16 white- 
washings in one season, 1916, for a 
major league mark. 

Alexander pitched in three world 
series but is best remembered for 
his heroic relief role in 1926, Le- 
gend persists “Old Pete,” who had 


| pitched and won the sixth game to

NEW YORK, Jan. 19.—With all 
due respect for “Old Pete” Alexan- 
der, the baseball experts installed 
the wrong hero in the Cooperstown 
Hall of Fame today. The ball play- 
er who should have made it was 
Jack Saltzgaver. 

Saltzgaver did a better job in his 
line than the rest of the game's of- 
ficial immortals. He made bench 
warming a big business. 

He got more dough for each sliv- 
er than most great stars received 
for home runs, no-hit games or 
broken legs. But the sad part of 
his story is that New York Yankees 
now have shipped him west to the 
Kansas City farm. 

During five years with the Yan- 
kees as utility infielder, Jack drew 
$55,747.64, including $37,500 in ac- 
tual salary and $18,247.64 from the 
players’ pool of three world cham- 
pionship Yankee teams. 

On the basis of 154 games a year, 
Jack was paid at the rate of $37,- 
730 per season and he rarely toiled 
nine innings. Actually, he got 
$245.60 for each game, $81.50 each 
time he went to bat and $340 for 
each hit he made.

‘School Fire 
Ruins Yield 
New Bodies

ST. HYACINTHE, Que., 

Jan. 19.—The giant skeleton 


led more bodies last night, lift- 
|ing the toll of its early morn- 
ing fire to 17 known deaths as 
college authorities posted the 
significant word “unreported” 
against the names of 28 other 
men and boys. 

There was nothing definite to in- 
dicate exactly how many students 
and teachers perished as sweeping 
flames engulfed the four-storey 
structure while its more than 100 


occupants slept early Tuesday, but | 


16 bodies lay in the little morgue 
behind the town livery and others 
n hospital, and St. Hyacinthe 
feared the death toll would mount. 
UNRECOGNIZABLE 
The smoking pyre that was a 
$500.000 college, its gaunt frame- 
work draped now in bulbous ivicles, 
gave up the bodies one by one as 
the embers cooled from the fire. 
Seared and dismembered, virtually 
all the victims were unrecogniz- 
able 
Up to last night, only two of 
the dead were identified. Brother 
Jean Baptist, 64, had died after 
breaking a leg in a fourth-storey 
leap for life. Fifteen-year-old 
Joseph Vincent of St. Hyacinthe 
had been found dead in the 
wreckage of his -school. The 
others went namelesa 
All 17 were included in a list of 
45 “unreported” which the college 
, made public ijast night. That left 
28 either sheltering in St. Hya- 
cinthe homes, or gone to 
own homes, or buried in the tons 
of steel and wood and masonry 
| within the college's four bare walUs. 


BROKEN LEGS 

In hospital there werg 22 boys 
and Brothers, most of them bound 
in oil-soaked gauze. Some had 
broken arms or legs. Many had 
leaped three or four floors to the 
ice-hard ground, goaded by the 
menacing flames, and some were 
in serious condition 

In the morgue, what remained 
of the other 16 was laid out on 
paper spread upon the floor. Pieces 
of bone, of burned flesh, scorched 


clothing, was all that could be 
found by firemen in  frost-caked 
coats who plied most of the day 


through the debris 

Where the flames started no one 
knew. Gustave Goisy, one of the 
first firemen on the scene, said they 
originated in the “pool rogm.”

SHAKEN FROM SLEEP
